Ifthe volume of paper required 
to document it were the sole cri- 
terion, the Geneva tariff agree- 
ment, with its vast — schedules, 
would tank a3 one of the most 
impressive international conyen- 
tidus which ever emerged from 
the conference table.

Master Plan 


Since November, 1945, American 
atticers have knawn of a Communist 
“Master Plan” to seize  cantrol of 
South Korea, The first attempt was 
made In October, 1946. It: failed, bur 
nearly 150 policemen were killed, The 
second wan timed for August this 
year, And thin tlme, information 
leakages and the swift arrest of the 
leaders again cut short the uprising. 

The doy I arrived in Seoul, a 
Korean named Yoon Chang-sun, a 
deserter fram the Northern Army 
forces, who had held a high position 
in Pyeng-Yang, dodged the Russian 
and Korean border guards and cross- 
ed the parallel, bringing with him 
details of the latest “Master Plan” 
development. Hin report could not be 
discounted. . 

Briefly, he estimated the Northern 
People’s Army aa high as $00,000. 
Ie would attack the south, he said, 
just before the expected United 
Nations orde{ to disarm North 
Korcans, Three hundred thourand 
troops would overrun South Korea, 
killing all police and taking over the 
Government, 

A good many Americans and a 
number of well-informed Koreans 
doubt that this attack will be ‘made 
before the Soviet withdrawal, What 
they feared more is'a unilateral; poss 
sibly secret, Soviet withdrawal to 
coincide with the People’s Army at 
tack, That would leave the United
